A Wonderful Chang* of Standards Has 

Come About Both Among City Offi- 
cials and Chsmber of Commerce 
Workors Throuqhout tho Country In 
RooMit Yoars. 

It often Iiappoiis that tli<» line of de- 
marcation betweeu the f uuctions of 
the «ity official and the chamher of 
commerce is not clear. The following 
is a safe general rule: It Is the busi- 
ness of the chaml)er of commerce to 
create sentiment, of tho city offlcial to 
enact into ordinance and enforce tho 
. ordinances or execute tho plan as a re- 
sidt of the sentiment, -writes J. E. 
Surratt, secretary of the Texas Town 
and City Planning association, in the 
Town Development Magazine. 

There has been a wonderful cliango 
of standards both among city officials 
and chamber of commerce workers 
'thronghoat tlie country, and especially 
in Texas, during recent years. Tho 
city official of tuday lias a broad con- 
ception of the obligations that the city 
owes to its people. Had any of our 
progressive city executives of today 
been in office thirty, twenty or even 
liftecn years ago and attempted to put 
through at that time the programs 
they are now working upon they would 
have been bailed as Socialists of tho 
rankest type. 

There has also come about a wonder- 
ful change in the standards of our com- 
mercial organizations. Only ten or fif- 
teen 3-ears back the whole and solo 
duty of the commercial club was Uiat 
of factory getting. Every commercial 
club, no matter the size of its town, 
had as its slogan "More Smoke." No 
thought was given to tlie matter of 
holding or developing the factories or 
other institutions located within the 
city, while better living conditions, 
better housing,', ' lietter snnltation ' and 
better . dui-alioual f;iolliries o;- improv- 
ed moral surroundings for the menand 
— vdbt^ wbo^ ''voriFSd JaHAae- fuctoca^ 
wer considered wholly Avlthont th 
don: i in of tlic, chamber of connnerco. 

Every progressive chambei c^ni 
merce worker today realizes that these 
are fundamentally Important tasks for 
the chamber of commerce. 

The problems are also of equal im- 
portance to the city official. 

The rule laid down at the outset of 
this paper, however, can be followed as 
a guide in determining hi all the*SG 
things how t'ur the chamber of com- 
merce should go and how far the city 
official. 

A few concrete Illustrations: The 

city of Paris. Tex., has iK'Conie fa- 
mous throughout the country for its 
adoption of a city plan, and to Ma.vor 
MuCuistion Is Justly given the credit 
fot this notable achievement. Yet I 
have it from Mr. M< Cuistioa tliat tJu^ 
Paris Chamber of Commerce played 
the very important part of bringing 
the citizens of Paris around to tlie 
point wliere they not only saw the 
need of a city plan for Paris, but de- 
manded it of their city officials. 

A few years ago the writer was sec- 
retary of the progressive little city of 
Mart, Tex., vvliere suuitury conditious 
were very b.id. The Commercial ciub 
spent an entire year conducting an ed- 
ucational campaign, with the fii]|ll re- 
sult tliat ^I:irt is now classed by the 
state health department as one of the 
most aanitary towns in the state. At 
numerous nieellngs held throughout 
this campaign tho mayor, city liealth 
officer and other ollieials stn-vt'd as 
members of the Commercial club com- 
mittees helping to arouse puDIic senti- 
ment. After the scntinient had once 
been created it was an easy task for 
the clt5' officials to get the results. 

It Is true iu Sherman; it is ti-ue in 
Paris; it is true in Dallas; it is true in 
every other city, large or small— "tliore 
is more to be done than all of us will 
ever get done." AVhen we remember 
this we can easily divide the tasks be- 
tween the chamber of commerce and 
the city gmcrnnient, so as to have no 
cojiliict an<I still get the greatest pos- 
sible resulf.s. Mr plan has been to let 
the other fellow handle any job that he 
wants to bnndle, unless bis handling it 
is in clear cicifiict with some prunoiiuc- 
cd policy of (he chamber of coiniucrce. 
This sehlous If ever hapi^ens. and by 
-working on this principle the chamber 
of commerce and city officials can 
avoid all (••fiitlict and still help each 
other to bring about the best and most 
lasting results for their city. 



Jake Kotlman was a sheriff in the 
tliea t(Mritoiy of Dakoi;i. lli- h;ul l.nid- 
ed more desperadoes alive and dead 
than any other sheriff, but it must be 
admitted that by far the larger num- 
ber were dead whcu captured, for very 
few of them could be taken alive. Be- 
sides, lio.lman didn't lake any chances, 
for an officer of the law was no more 
immune from these people than any 
one else.

or from one of fifty preventable 
causes but from our present state of 
public sentiment he reaps little 
condemnation.

They arc curspd by a lack 
of care and though tfulness aod none 
can gainsay it who pause long en- 
ou^.',h to consider the fire waste in his 
owp. cpRimunity in the course ot a 
year. Multiply this by lens of 
thousands and get an idea of the 
waste throughout tbe United States 
where we have not yd written into 
uv,f at.-.iutcs u; :ni,o our licarls and 
daily ihuuj:liis tho^-c piitjciples thiit

To tictcrmliio ns far as possible tlio 
exact dollars and cents effect on a 
connty of the Improvement of bad 
roads. KpedaMsts of the office of pub- 
lic roads and niral engineering of the 
doimrtmi'nt of ngrlculttire ' made eco- 
nonilc surveys In clplit counties In 
eacli of the years fronj 1!)10 to 1015. In- 
clusive. 

Tills study of the increase iu the val- 
ues of furni lands iu the eight coun- 
ties reveals llic ratbor interesting fact 
tbat following the improvement of the 
main market roads the increase in tbc 
selllnpr i»rlce of tillable farm lands 
served by the roads has amounted to 
from one to three times the total cost 
of tbe improvements.

Spraying Is of No Avail — Cutting anc 
Burning at Time of Regular 
Pruning Is Favored. 

The blackberry cane borer has beei 
seriously truublesoine iu uiuny ports oi 
the country recently, killing the canes 
jinil thus niiiiin;; tlie chiuices of tht 
crop. >>o spraying is of any use, bui 
I iind cuttiui; and buruiui; does the 
trick, says a writer iu au exchange 
TluTc are two ways of doing this 
M-oik. One is to look for, cut off anc 
burn all the swelled parts u£ the black- 
berry canes at the time of the regu- 
Isir winter or early siirinjc pruninj? 
There is no nilstakinf; these s\vclliii.:is 
because they are fully d(juble the di 
an»eter of tlie cane itself. It is uol 
necessary to bother with the whole 
(•:iue — just the swelled part, with an 
inch or two above or below the swell 
ing. The cut pieces may be easilj 
carried in a basket. 

Where a viry serious attack has 
occurred, and where other blackberries 
are growing in the nei^'hborhood, 
have foiuid it a good plan to cut off 
all tlie youn;; sho<»is proiluccd before 
the end of June, so as to destroy tho 
y«>ung grubs in them. By that time 
all the adult beetles will have died, 
so the canes produced during; July will 
be free from the borers. Thei'e is no 
use saving a "galled" cane, for it can't 
produce a decent stand of berries. The 
suimcr it is liurned the h(?tter. It is 
not necessary to burn tlie green shoots, 
bi>canse the borers, being footless, can 
not crawl to new canes, and ara also 
unable to live on dead wood.

Carefully Gather Up and Burn All 
Branches and Twigs — Cover 
Wounds to Prevent Decay. 

It is best, after the pruning opera- 
tions are over, to: 

1. Gather up and remove from the 
orchard all branches and twigs that 

liave been cut off. Burn them. They 
afford homes for tlie di.seases and tlic 
iusect.s tliat will attack your trees If 
the rubbish is left on the grouud. 

2. Cover the wounds with a coat of 
good lead paint. This helps to keep 
out the water and prevent disease aud 
decay. ^ 

Spray the trees with a solutiou of 
ono galNiU commercial lime-sulphur to 
nine gjilbms of water. Spraying just 
after pruuiug reduces the cost of av- 
plylng the material, as there is less 
bru.'^h to cover than at other times, 
liloreover, it i.s just the right season 
for tbe lime-sulphur spray.

Surplus or Stagnant Water Detri- 
I mental to tiealth of Tree — Under> 
j ground Ditches Favored. 

It is essential to the health of the 

■ pear that no surplus or stagnant w:i- 

! tef l)i> allowed to reuuiiu on the sur- 

I fiice i»r In the soil. 

If the natural formation of the land 

I does not afford good drainage it sliould 
be provided artiliciall.v either l>y un- 
derground drains or by surface ditche.s. 
Tbe sul»dralnage method is preferable, 
becau.sc it Is more thorougli, and if ac- 
complished by well-laid tile, is far more 
satisfactorj'.

Keeping on the Sheets. 

Keeping baliy well covered in ids crib 
tliroughout tire winter niglits is a i)r()b- 
lem that is tlir; despair of many par- 
ents.

One pound of cold cooked ox tongue, 

six tablespounfuls of butter or fat 
f'oin tongue, ground mace, made mus- 
tard, one teaspoonful of mushroom 
catsup, red pepper^.
